A few weeks ago a Syrian jour- 
nalist, Khodr Kannou, who was sus- 
pected by the Palestinians of being 
a double agent who had been in the 
pay of Israel, was shot dead out- 
side his Paris apartment. 

French police have noted that, ac- 
cording to the eye-witness of 
Kubaissi’s death, he appeared to 
recognize his killers. The police 
believe they may have tracked him 
to Paris from Beirut. 

Palestinians here link Kubaissi's 
murder with the explosion of a re- 
mote-controlled bomb at the home 
of Mahmoud Hamshari, Paris rep- 
resentative of the Palestine Libera- 
tion Front, in December. Hamshari 
died a month later of his injuries. 
Police are convinced his death was 
the work of an Israeli killer squad.

Hussein said in 
his letter that the Israel authoritiés 
had for over two years been wag- 
ing economic warfare against the 
population of the West Bank to 
achieve aims which military action 
had not been able to attain. 

The attitude of some Arab coun- 
trles In stopping aid to Jordan had 
helped Israel in this plan, Hussein 
said. He wag apparently referring 
to Libya and Kuwait's suspension 
of financial ald to Jordan because 
of its attitude to Palestinfan ter- 
rorists. The .King paid tribute to 
Saudi Arabia for continuing to pro- 
vide aid to Jordan. 5 

King Hussein said the countries 
which cut off ald had let down 
not only Jordan, but the people of 
the occupied areas as well. “Some 
did so because they were swept by 
the trend of terrorism spread by 
well-known in the Arab’ 
world, or in support of a few in- 
dividuals whose only concern is per- 
sonal profit,” he added. Their atti- 
tude had given the occupation 
authorities a golden opportunity to 
strengthen their foothold, the King 
said. 

He added that the climax of the 
Israeli plans had been the purchase 
of land wherever the occupation 
authorities could do so. The King 
said that while he had confidence 
in the patriotism of the people of 
the “occupied” areas, he wanted 
the government to take the steps 
that .would foil “the terrible plan” 
aimed at taking over ownership of 
valuable Arab territory.

First, speculation is rife concern~ 
ing the future of. the Huro-dollar 
market, which has of late become 
the dominant force in international 
fimance. The Euro-doMars are a by- 
product of the U.S. balance of pay- 
ments deficit which has made the 
dollar a leading world reserve cur- 
rency. But will they stay when the 
U.S. foreign accounts are balanced? 

The outflow of dollars to finan- 
cial centres ‘outside the U.S, has 
been caused largely by the Amer- 
ican interest-equalization tax, and 
by other measures which curbed the 
free use of dollar funds in their 
home country. Now, these restric- 
tions have partly been sbolished, 
and the others are due to end with- 
tm ἃ year or so. Once free use and 
free flow of dollars is restored, the 
overseas dollar funds should prob- 
ably go home. Whether this would 
speli an end to the special extra- 
territorial capital market which has 
grown in recent years, is anybody's 
guess. 

NEW CAPITAL SOURCES 

Another major effect is expected 
to" affect multi-national com- 
pan‘es, which have hitherto resorted 
to multiple financing sources, includ- 
ing more or Jess substantial imvezt- 
ments and loans from their parent 
companies. Now such financing has 
become much riskier. The compa- 
nies are therefore expected to tum 
in future mainly to the local ca- 
pital sources, and may as a result 
loosen their financial dependerce 
on their parent companies. In the 
long run, international flow of ca- 
pital to developing countries may 
be partly replaced by supply of 
knowhow, and the role of dividends 
may be taken over by royalties. 
However, the possible managerial as- 
pects of such a change have hard- 
ly been considered as yet. 

Lastly, with float effectively ob- 


. structing inter-currency capital 


flows, and with world market de- 
mand squeezed by the expected de- 
crease of the American trade deficit, 
a substitute ἘΠῊΡ for economic 
growth may have to be found. For

Sir, — It is hard to know whe- 
ther to be more angered or amused 
by Mrs. Susan Lowenthal's response 
to the present high cost-of-living 
(your issue of March 30). She can 
not have been reading the news- 
‘papers recently, or se would know 
that if she were to go back to 
Chicago “tomorrow morning,” she 
would discover that living costs in 
the United States climbed by a re- 
cord 4.5 per cent last month with 
meat prices at the head of the list 
and that American housewives are 
picketing supermarkets and writing 
angry letters to President Nixon. 
Those of us who lived through 
the austerity years in Israel or war- 
time rationing in England will know 
that ft is perfectly possible to plan 
and prepare nutritious an appetizing 
meals with little or no meat... AS 
for that “self-imposed snack ration- 
ing programme” which limits her 
hougehold to a single cookie instead 
of a handful, Mrs. Lowenthal may 
yet have cause to bless the present 
high prices for preventing tooth de- 
cay in her children. Much better to 
keep carrot sticks in the refri- 
gerator for between-meal snacks. 

High prices certainly demand 
greater planning of menus, a little 
more shopping around for bargdins 
or wholesale suppliers (fortunately 
Plentiful in this country), perhaps 
even more time in the kitchen — 
but surely that is not too much 
for an articulate college graduate 
who has been budgeting for 16 
years.
